Nothing is further from the truth. 
The late Senator Bankhead, of Ala- 
bama, was the father of the federal 
aid plan. The original law was 
known as the. “Bankhead bill,“ and 
is referred to by that general title in 
official: circles in Washington today. 

On the other hand, Senator Town- 
send was the father of a plan for 
a system of federal roads not to ex- 
ceed one per cent of the total road 
mileage in each state, the net result 
of which, if it had been enacted, 
would have been to provide a few 
“peacock alleys” for interstate tour- 
ing, and to have left entirely to the 
resources of the states and the 
counties in those states the bulld- 
ings, without federal aid, of 99 per 
cent of the roads and highways 
deemed necessary. 

In this connection, however, it 
should be remembered that in one 
great issue of national interest the 
Michigan senator did shine with gild- 
ed brilliancy—as protege of the 
Newberry machine, and as its prin- 
cipal engineer, fireman and oiler. 


G. O. P. AND THE SOUTH. 


News dispatches credit the repub- 
lican congressional campaign com- 
mittee-with -the statement that it 
will make a desperate effort to hold 
the seats in the house from the. 
south that it snatched from the 
democrats in 1920. 

That means that the republicans 
will concentrate their fight in the 
south this fall to Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Oklahoma and in one 
district in Texas. > 

It is not probable that the repub- 
licans will hold any of them, with 
the bare exception of the Bascom 
Slemp district in Virginia, which has 
been republican for a generation, 
and the two Kentucky districts that 
have also been long republican, 

And the reason is very plain, not 
to take into account the lack this 
year of the natural momentum of a’ 
presidential race. And that reason 
is President Harding’s treatment of 
the south during the year and a half 
of his administration. : 

In the first place, he.is the first 
republican president in the memory 
of the oldest voters of today who 
did not recognize the south in his 
cabinet, with the single exceptidn of 
Chester A. Arthur..

torney general. Grant’s cabinet, 
coming on the heels of a conflict 
that divided. the .sections, contained 
three “southerners; ‘Hayes’ . cabinet 
three; Garfield’s one; Harrison's two;

_ MEANS RUIN FOR BOTH 

Statesmanship in Both France and England 
Seems Impotent and Public Opinion Blind- 


ed, Says Simonds, wad Crash Seems 
Inevitable.

Washington, September 2.—In all the long procession ofgincidents 
which disclose the divergence of British and French policies since the 
conference of Paris in 1919, the recent speech of the French prime 
minister at Bar-le-Duc marks a distinct stage. It is, in reality, the ulti- 
matum stage, for what was there said constitutes a definite commitment 
and thus narrows down the area within which the future compromise 
can be effected. 

In Substance the French premier has now formally proclaimed the 
doctrine that Germany cannot recover if she refuses to pay France, and 
that France intends, in case any temporary relief is granted to Germany, 

to take adequate gages of German performance. This means that, since 
Germany, with the design of escaping payment to France, had deliber- 
ately embraced bankruptcy, France means to enter the premises of the 
bankrupt and seize such assets as may be available.

Now make all due allowance for 
te element of bluff and appreciate 
that Poincare and Lloyd George are 
necessarily engaging in a battle in 
which bluff is an ess tial detail, and 
it is still clear that progress of an 
‘alarming sort has been made toward 
a crisis, which must spell the ruin 
of Germany and even of Europe. At 
London Lloyd George undertook to 
procure the fall of Poincare, both by 
refusing all proposals which might 
give the French statesman any sem- 
blance of achievement and, even more, 
by means of the Balfour note, fore- 
closing in advance upon any real 
French gain in London. 

Poincare, on his side, has now re- 
sponded and his response carries with 
it real danger to George because if 
France goes into Germany then the 
whole campaign of the British prime 
minister to restore European markets 
must be consigned to the waste bas- 
ket. If Poincare must get results, 
which spell cash, for France, in her 
present fiscal straits, George must 
get results in the form of trade for 
his own country, staggering under 
the burden of unemployment. 

Poincare’s single course having 
failed at London, was to deglare open- 
ly and categorically for a German 
program which earried with it the 
extreme of sanctions. Only in this 

fashion could he satisfy hie home pub- 
lic and avoid a fall of his ministry. 
In other times when Briand was prime 
minister, Lloyd George, who liked 
him, was already ready to recognize 
French political conditions and per- 
mit Briand a show of success. Now 
with a premier whom he detests, 
George is following a different course, 
but the French answer is always 
patent. ö 

Failure at London has, then, 
driven Poincare to an extreme posi- 
tion; his Bar- le-Due utterance now 
nails up a pledge which he can hard- 
ly avoid carrying out. This pledge 
earries with it the occupation of the 
Ruhr and of the Rhineland generally, 
not for a limited period, but for that 
indefinite time which Germany shall 
be both unwilling and incapable of 
meeting her obligations to France. 

Unless all signs fail, then, we are 
on the extreme edge of the gravest 


Nuropean crisis since the signing of 
the treaty of Versailles, and there is 


no obvious line of escape. George, 
perceiving the fact that de could not 
hope to obtain from Poincare con- 
cessions such as he had been able to 
extract from the ex-president’s prede- 
‘eessors, has staked all on getting rid 
of Poincare by blocking every French 
: plan. Poincare, on his side, has coun- 
tered by taking a line on which he 
mass of the French public and by al- 
will be followed by the overwhelming 
most a unanimous parliament, excep- 
tion being made for the socialists and 
communists, who emphatically do not 
count in r cared French gi 
tics. 
In the hope of procuring a new 
French premier, who would be more 


moderate and less obstinately oppos- 
ed to British views, George, smarting 
under the defeat of Genoa, due in his 


mind chiefly to the Frenchman, 
joined battle with Poincare. But 
Poincare, in self defense has been 
driven to adopt an extreme policy, 
which alike disarms home opponents 
and spells ruin for the whole Geor- 
gian foreign policy. 


Great Duel 
Draws to Close. 


Actually we have been seeing for 
the past six months a tremendous 
duel between George and Poincare, a 
duel in which the stakes are the mas- 
ter of Europe. When the conflict 
opened, at the moment cf the Cannes 
conference which marked the success 
of George in asserting his control 
over Briand, the premier of that hour, 
British mastery of Europe was un- 
mistakable and British diplomacy. at 
Washington had adroitly alienated 
American sympathy from France. 
January, 1922, marks the high water 
point in the foreign, policy of Lloyd 
George and at that moment he plan- 
ned to go before the British people 
at a new election, based upon then 
existing conditions. 

The prompt fali-of Briand, result- 
ing from the attacks of Poincare, 
changed the whole face of the situa- 
tion. The refusal of America to par- 
ticipate and of Poincare to attend the 
Genoa conference doomed that enter- 
prise. The fact that at. the actual 
sessions most of the European state» 
backed French, rather than British 


has | 


disaster. Finally The Hague only 
confirmed the events of Gema and 
constituted a complete and catas- 
trophic defeat for Lloyd George and 
a sweeping success for Poincare. 

On the whole it was becoming quite 
clear before the London conference 
that under Poincare's leadership the 
continent was rapidly abandoning 
British for French views, that the 
ambitious plan of Lloyd George for 
a general revision of treaties and the 
rehabilitation of Russia and Germany 
at the expense of their recent victims 
had excited general alarm through 
out Europe and that the position of 
Poincare was being steadily strength- 
ened at the expense of British influ- 
ence. To get rid of Poincare, then, 
was the single avenue of escape for 
George from a confession of defeat 
personally humiliating and nationally 
expensive. 

But the Bar-le-Duc speech is, as 
I have said, a formal and final an- 
swer of Poincare to Lloyd George; it 
narrows the issue, it illuminates the 
whole future. Now the British pre- 
mier must consent to French control 
of the national mines and forests of 
Germany or see the arrival of a Ger- 
man failure to meet payments, which 
will automatically open the way for 
the same seizure and control of the 
mines and forests as would be the 
consequence of the grant of a mor- 
atorium. And if Poincare should 
now recede from the ition he has 
taken, he would fall over night. 
Therefore, his political existence has 
now been made the stake of the 
game. 

We are, then, in my judgment very 
close to the moment when armies 
will be again set in motion. The 


thing, little appreciated in this coun- 
try as yet, is the fact that the defeat 
of Germany placed France in a post- 
tion which she has frequently oc- 
cupied before in Europe, but never 
since the first abdication of Napoleon 
in 1814. In the last analysis her 
powet to sweep from one end of the 
continent to the other with irresis- 
tible armies lies beyond reasonable

1919, when the 


French Influence 
Has Increased. 


On the whole, moreover, French 
influence has increased quite steadily, 
if by influence one means comparable 
power. Events have bound Poland, 
Rumania, Jugo-Slavia, even Czecho- 
Slovakia to French policy, thus more 
than doubling the numerical strength 
of French armies, by adding the na- 
tional a of these states, armies 
which have been trained by French 
officers and equipped with French 
arms and penetrated by French mili- 
tary ideas. Belgium, too, has made 
a definite military alliance with 
France in the face of a hostile Ger- 
many. 

In thé meantime British 3 
faithful to its tradition, has deen 
struggling desperately to build a coun- 
ter-balancing force to this impres- 
and momentarily irresistible 
French array and at the same time 
has striven with the last energy to 
bring about a reduction of this French 
military establishment either direct- 
ly or by indirecton. 

British failure in both respeets is 
primarily due to American retire- 
ment from European affairs. In 


conference met, 


their attempt to control France di- 


rectly and bring about a reduction of 
French military strength the British 


could only succeed provided they were 
able to exercise financial —— 

And they could not exercise financ 

pressure if America adopted their 
ideas, since we and uot they were 
the financial masters of the world at 
the close of the war. Had we stood 
squarely with the British either in 
Wasb- 
ington, insisting upon French dis- 
armament and promising in return 
financial: assistanca, France might 
have yielded, at least she would have 
been forced to make concessions. 

As it stands, however, Britain has 
no financial influence upon France, 
because she has nothing to offer, 
save the cancellation of debts which 
France can only pay with German 
coin and British is most anxious to 
prevent such collection of German 
coin for a multitude of reasons, some 
political but most economic. The su- 
preme British hope has been that the 
United States would join in a cancel- 
lation of inter-allied debts, accom- 
panying the proposal with an insist- 
ence upon French disarmament. Now, 
this hope having gone glimmering, the 
financial weapon does not exist. 

At the same time the British hare 
sought desperately to erect a balance 
of power on the continent. But to 
achieve this end the rehabilitation of 
Russia and of Germany have been 
essential details. Assured only of 
Italian support, a support due to 
Italian jealousy of France and resent- 
ment of French policy in middle 
Europe and in the Mediterranean, 
Britain has been without ultimate 
force to restrain. More than this, 
the British campaign to rehabilitate 
Germany and Russia h bas aroused the 
apprehension and reséntment of ail 
the new and newly ag randized states 
of middle Europe, which have seen 
British policy — suggest the 
mutilation of their frontiers, 


Failure here, then, has been quite 


enlist America. Neither Germany nor 
Russia has been rehabilitated and so 
far from finding a counter weight 
to French continental power, the 
British have seen Belgium, Poland, 
Rumania, Jugo-Slavia and Czecho- 
Slovakia drawn more and more closely 
to France by reason of British policy. 
British proposals to rehabilitate Ru- 
sia and Germany by concessions, such 
as the return of the Polish share of 
upper Silesia to Prussia and of Polish 
acquisitions in the treaty of Riga to 
Russia, British solicitude for German 
minorities in Czecho-Slovakia and 
British support of Russian claims in 
Bessarabia, along with Anglo-Italian 
intimacies, haye served to influence 
and even direct the policies of the 
Little Entente and of Poland. 

If French armies should ‘tomorrow 
enter Germany, not a single state in 
Europe would be able to interfere 
effectively and only Italy and Russia 
might have any desire thus to inter- 
fere. German resistance would auto- 
matically bring Poland into the field, 
while any Russian operation to assist 
Germany by an attack upon Poland, 
would insure Rumanian action along 
the Dniester. Moreover, if France

But since Germany has deliberately 
adopted a policy of evasion of pay- 
ment by inflation and by-other devices 
and as a consequence has now arrived 
at a point where her present inability 
to meet obligations is undeniable, 
France must either resign herself to 
fiscal ruin, by reason of German 
failure and to a consequent elimina- 
tion as a gerat power, since she will 
be overwhelmed with the burden of 
war reconstruction or take such action 
as will enable her to collect some- 
thing, however small and at the same 
time escape the perils of a German 
recuperation.

pose Germany again. The destruc- 
tion of French industry was system- 
atically conducted to this end and if 
France has to bear the costs of re- 
constrution, while Germany escapes 
and ntly comes back, Germany 
will, within certain limits, have won 
the war.

I wish it were possible to make 
clearer to the American audience the 
fundamental fact of world politics, 
namely, that unless we support British 
policy in Europe, France is and wilh 
remain for a considerable time the 
dominant power in Europe. And this 
means exactly that unless we use our 
double control inherent in our past 
loans and our present capacity to lend 
money to France as a weapon to con- 
‘tral French policy, there is nothing 
in the world at the moment, which 
can achieve this end—an end which I 
am not seeking to argue is either de- 
sirable or undesirable. 


United States 
Only Power. 


At the moment there is only one 
great power. in the real sense, left in 
the world and that is the United 
States. We were and remain, in the 
larger sense, if not the actual win- 
ners in the war, the only ‘nation whose 


resources and strength were not 


grievously impaired by the long strain 
of the conflict.

The 
fact is that Germany in attacking 
France and in conducting the kind of 
war she did conduct upon the French 
front deliberately sought to erase 
France from the rank of great pow- 
ers without r-gard to the decision of 
battle. And the success or failure 
of German policy is not to be mess- 
ured by the technical outcome of the 
battlefield shock but by the compara- 
tive speed of recovery of the two na- 
tions and also by the comparative de- 
gree of recovery. 

In both cases this question will be 
decided precisely as Germany does or 
does not pay the reparations fixed at 
Paris. Moreover the whole struggle 
of France and of Germany since 1918

Whole families 
make of this migration an annual va- 
cation combined with work. 

The families hate done this same 
thing year after Fear and farmers 
have engaged them weeks ahead, 
Many of those planning to pick hops 
this year are simply following the 
footsteps of their great grand parents 
who before them had worked on the 
same farms from theif early youth.

Scholarship loan funds at Georgia 
Tech this year will provide thirty 
young men, eligible to enter the insti- 
tution but financially unable to pay 
for their training, with the means of 
obtaining an education at Tech, ac- 
cording to the announcement Saturday 
of Dr. M. B. Brittain, president of 
the school. These scholarship funds 
at Tech have been given by citizens 
of the state interested.in higher edu- 
cation, according to Dr. Brittain. 

However, about four times that 
number of applièeants, in all about 120, 
who likewise qualified for admittance 
to Tech but who lacked the necessary 
expenses, were turned away by the 
Tech authorities because the existing 
scholarship funds are inadequate to 


enter Tech on them, according to the 
president. | 
Business Men Contribute. 

The present scholarships at Tech 
have been founded by business men 
all over the state, but mostly from 
‘Atlanta, who have established the 
funds for students eligible for admit 
tance to the institution but who lac 
the necessary funds. All the schol- 
arships have been given by the donors 
in order not to deprive any Georgia 
boy of a technical education who is 
eligible to receive one. 

Until recent years few more appli- 
cations: than scholarships have been 
received, according to the Tech rec- 
ords, but this year business conditions, 
and ‘the necessary increase in tuition 
at Tech caused by the failure of the 
legislature to make sufficient appropri- 
ations to the school, have caused an 
unusual. number of applications for 
admittance on scholarships, figures in 
Dr. Brittain’s office show. 

Must Be Repaid. 

Most of the scholarship funds are 
self-perpetuating for they are given 
with the provision that when they are 
loaned to students the students are 
to pay them back in small sums fol- 


these stholarship loan funds also pro- 
vide that students receiving them must 
be financially unable to pay their way 
throngh Georgia Tech, though a few 
are given as a means of rewarding ex- 
ceptional scholastic merit. Some also 
provide that those receiving them must 
be the winners of a competitive exam- 
ination,

The amendment to the bill that was 
inserted in the senate reads as fol- 
lows : 

“The state highway board shall de- 


termine the number of employees, des- | , 


ignate their place of labor, prescribe 
their duties, fix their compensation 
and also the salary of the chairman 
(including the year 1923) who shall 
devote all of his time and attention 
to the discharge of the duties of his 
office, who shall represent the board 
and is vested with all the power and 
authority of same, when not in ses- 
sion. No person shall be appointed 
to or discharged from any position 
in the state highway department with- 
out the approval of the board, or 
when it is not in session, by the 
chairman.” 

Chairman Holder has already 
made the statement that he does not 
interpret the amendment to mean that 
he will have any appointing’ power, 
nor does he seek it, nor be ex- 
ereise it. 

Senator Sam Kimzey, of the 3ist 
district, who was in Atlanta Satur- 
day, issued to the press the following 
statement: 

Kimsey’s Statement. 

“T notice from the press that house 
bill No, 210 was amended to give the 
chairman of the state highway depart- 
ment full authority to employ and dis- 
charge all employees of the state high- 


way department. 


“This purports to be an amend- 
ment introduced in the senate on the 
last night of the session. There was 
no such amendment offered or voted 
on by the senate. 

“This is an error of someone. I 
know that the bill as passed by the 
senate only carried two propositions ; 


one to allow the highway department 


and the county authorities to prescribe 
the maximum capacity on bridges and 
to post notices, and to relieve the 
county from liability when anyone 
went upon the bridges in violation 
of said notices. 

“The other provision was to abol- 
ish the office of attorney of the state 
highway commission. There was 
only one amendment offered to this 
bill in the senate and that was strik- 
ing that feature of the bill which 
made it a misdemeanor for angone to 
— . upon a bridge with a load to 
extess of the amount posted. 

“The proposition of giving the 
chairman of the highway commission 
control of all the employees of the 
highway department was never sub- 
mitted to the senate, and never voted 
on by them.“ :

The love story of Ailette Brunton. 

When the son of Frank Danby made

If this committee has the composition of à jellyfish, 


the meeting or the convention is menaced with being similarly spineless. 
What are the duties of a resolutions committee? 
The question is pertinent at all times where organization is con- 


cerned, and especially to women who are inclined to be more soft- 
hearted in their meetings than expediency would require.

They will have to learn that, while they are being soft-hearted to 
one woman in permitting her to go over her allotted time on a speaking 
program, they are failing in consideration of the other speakers who must 
have time lopped off from theirs in consequence. 

There were district meetings of the federated clubs in Georgia the 
past spring when women who traveled from one end of the state to the 
other, paying their own expenses, to lay before the clubwomen on their 
invitation some particular plan of work, went home without having been 


given the time to appear before 


the convention, because ill-judged 


leniency on the part of the presiding officer had given more than a reason- 
able amount of time to other speakers. . 
Now, the resolutions committee is one of the most important in 


the makeup of any meeting 
protests against or announces in its 


organization. 


What the body indorses, 
resolutions composes ts statements 


of policy and its plan of action. Almost invariably discussion is necessary, 
either to make clearer or more positive the resolutions proposed or to 
get the true sense of the body as to the passage of these resolutions. 
They cannot be slurred over, because they are the official expression of 
the body, which will be judged by its resolutions and must itself accept 
them after it has so committed itself. 

The selection of the members of the committee should be made with 


the end in view that no committee is more important. 


The members 


should be women who know the policies, the history of the organization 


and are well informed on the issues 


or activities which belong to the 


legitimate field of the organization’s program. The reason for this is 


that the resolutions committee is 


the weeding-out'' medium which 


must save the meeting from loss of time in discussion of resolutions not 
pertinent to the program of the body, and therefore to be eliminated, 
and to save the body from embarrassment of one kind or «another. 


When a committee of three or five women in private conference, 
eliminates a resolution which is inimical, 


or merely immaterial to the 


program of the organization, there need be no ill feeling when the com- 
mittee’s report is made to the general body; but if the resolutions com- 
mittee, through lack of knowledge of its responsibility, or a weakness 
which makes it timid abOut fulfilling its duty, allows a resolution to 


come before the body which has no 


place there, then the committee can 


vety frequently, by this action, place the presiding officer in an awkward 
position through the necessity for ruling out consideration of an irrele- 


vant resolutjon. 


The presiding officer may be saved embarrassment if 


some woman from the floor protests against consideration of the resolu-

Greater Tallulah Project 


The cause of a greater Tallulah’ 
Falls school is the theme of strong 
statements addressed to the clubwom- 
en of Georgia through the club page 
today by the president of the Geor- 
gia federation. : 

Says Mrs. James E. Hays: 

“It is with the most sincere grat- 
ification that I commend the survey 
of Tallulab Falls school which has 
been made by the trustees with a 
view to proposing to the clubwomen 
ot Georgia a program of enlargement 
for this school, which is the “property, 
pride and responsibility” of the Geor- 
gia federation of clubs, “ 

“Indeed, my gratification at the 
action upon the part of Tallulah Falls 
trustees is strongly colored by re- 
lief, as it has long been evident to me 
that such a program of enlargement 
and physical betterment was overdue 
at this plant into which the Georgia 
federation has already poured so 
much money, thought and affection. 

“The world war and the subse- 


quent years of readjustment have giv- 
en pause to our extension activities 
but not to the eager current of young 
life pouring out of the mountain caves 
and fastnesses to take advantage of 


the training offered at the federa- 
tion’s school. 

“The result is a plant, throbbing 
with life and a splendid record of 
achievement but a condition of phys- 
ical congestion and inability to meet 
the needs of the situation which I am 
sure clubwomen and their friends 
will be quick to remedy at the trus- 
tees’ call. ' 

For a large program of. permanent 
betterment, bowever, such as is now 
in order at Tallulah Falls, it is emi- 
nently suitable that clubwomen should 
be appealed to for substantial per- 
sonal gifts and that they, in turn, 
shall appeal for generot aid to their 
friends and the friends of education 
all through Georgia and outside the 
state. 

“The organization for such appeal, 
must of course, be effected through 
clubs, but the breadth of the appeal 
should not be confined by club lines. 

“In 25 years the Georgia . federa- 
tion has dolle its bit’ for the life of 
the state in many ways. This en- 
larged program of permanent im- 
provement for our mountain school 
offers one of the very few opportuni- 
ties for our friends to help the feder- 
ation in return. 

“May the enlarged program ‘go 
over the top’ and 50 mountain boys 
and girls soon find place in our 
school at Tallulah Falls.”

y The eighteenth amendment is the 


most popular amendment yet made to 
the constitution of the United States. 

It was preceeded by the longest, most 
| extensive and most intensive educa- 
tional campaign. 

It was the subject of more petitions 
in its favor than all of the other 
amendments combined. It was rati- 
fied by the largest number of states, 
by the greatest proportion of states 
and by the greatest percentage of lez- 
islative votes . 

fore the eighteenth amendment 
‘went into effect, three-fourths of the 


population and four-fifths of the ter- 
ritory of the country had voted dry, 
and both the army and navy were 
dry by deeree. 

All that the wets seeded to do to 
block its passage in congress was to 
secure more than one-third of the 
votes of either house. They ‘could 
not do it. Then, all they had to do 
to block it was to secure a majority 
vote in only one branch of the Jegis- 
latures of eleven states, They could 
not do it. The drys had to have 
seventy-two out of ninety-six houses 
in the forty-eight states,
